That  the  two  bars  in  the  channel  of  the  Semiault,  known  as  its  upper  and  lower  bars,  be  cut,  and 
that  the  channel  at  these  places  be  widened  to  fully  20  feet,  with  an  extra  average  dt  pth  of  one  and  a half 
feet. 

3rd.  That  the  channel  at  the  head  of  the  stream  be  straightened  by  cutting  across  a series  of  bends,  in 
all  1,540  yards  in  length,  giving  this  new  channel  an  average  width  of  ten  feet,  and  an  average  depth  of  four 
feet. 

4th.  That  the  McCutcheon  drain  be  cleared  out,  and  that  770  yards  at  the  upper  end  be  lowered  accord- 
ing to  section  given  to  an  average  depth  of  two  and  one  quarter  feet,  and  a mean  width  of  12  feet. 

5th.  That  a small  catchwater  drain  4,200  yards  in  length,  2 feet  in  depth,  and  an  average  width  of  two 
and  one-quarter  feet  be  cut.  The  earth  from  this  cutting  to  be  made  into  an  embankment  of  one  foot  in 
height  on  the  side  of  the  ditch  opposite  the  Chilliwhack,  beginning  this  ditch  at  the  centre  of  section  8, 
going  north  through  the  centres  of  section  17  to  the  south  line  of  section  20;  thence  following  the  line  of  the 
Indian  Preserve  in  sections  20  and  19  to  the  Chilliwhack  River. 

6th.  That  the  McGuire  drain,  which  runs  from  the  foot  of  the  hills  at  the  south-east  corner  of  the  south- 
west quarter  section  of  section  23,  along  the  dividing  line  of  sections  22  and  15  to  the  Semiault,  and  including 
the  extension  to  the  uorth-east  quarter  section  of  section  16  be  cleared  out  and  deepened  three  quarters  of  a 
foot  at  the  head,  and  one  foot  at  the  mouth,  grading  evenly  between. 

7th.  That  the  Bailey  drain  running  from  the  foot  of  the  hills  between  sections  S and  9 to  the  Semiault 
(with  which  I associate  the  drains  to  the  right  and  left  of  it  on  the  McGuire  Road  to  the  extent  of  a quarter 
section  each  way,  for  the  reason  that  these  two  ditches  flow  into  this  drain)  be  cleaned  out,  and  that  the 
above  drain  on  the  McGuire  Road,  and  that  portion  of  the  Bailey  drain  from  the  McGuire  Road  to  the 
Semiault  be  sunk  one  foot,  and  that  from  the  McGuire  Road  south  for  a distance  of  440  yards  the  Bailey  drain 
be  cut  four  feet  in  depth,  and  an  average  of  four  and  a half  in  width. 

8th.  That  the  drain  known  as  the  Prairie  Central,  commencing  at  the  Upper  Prairie  Road,  and  running 
thence  between  sections  23  and  26,  22  and  27,  21  and  28,  20  and  29  to  the  Semiault  be  cut  to  sections  chosen 
by  the  settlers  on  this  drain  and  sanctioned  by  the  Council,  as  follows: — First  mile  from  the  Semiault,  depth 
5 feet,  average  width,  7 feet;  2nd  mile,  depth  5 feet,  average  width  6 feet;  3rd  mile,  depth  5 feet,  average 
width  5 feet. 

9th.  That  the  drain  known  as  the  Chilliwhack  Central,  commencing  at  a point  close  to  the  south-east 
corner  of  the  south-east  quarter  section  of  section  33,  and  running  between  sections  28  and  33,  29  and  32,  and 
cutting  across  the  north-west  corner  of  the  north-west  quarter  section  of  section  29  to  the  Semiault,  be  cleaned 
out  and  lowered  one  foot. 

10th.  rhat  the  Lindell  drain,  running  from  the  foot  of  the  hills  between  sections  15  and  16  to  the 
Tuire  Road,  be  left  as  it  is,  as  it  fulfils  the  requirements  of  the  present  scheme.

payable  at  the  Bank  of  Montreal  in  New  Westminster,  and  shall  have  attached  to  them  coupons  for  the 
payment  of  interest. 

3.  That  in  order  to  provide  a sinking  fund  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  sum  of  ($13,000.00)  thirteen 
thousand  dollars,  being  the  amount  charged  against  the  said  lands  so  to  be  benefitted  as  aforesaid  and  to 
cover  interest  thereon  for  twenty  years  at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum,  the  following  special  rate 
over  and  above  all  other  rates  shall  be  assessed  and  levied  (in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  time  as  taxes

VANCOUVER  C!TY  BY-LAWS. 

BY-LAW  NO.  144. 

A By- Laiv  to  provide,  for  the  closing  of  Hotels , Saloons 
and  Shops  on  Sundays. 

WHEREAS  it  is  deemed  expedient  for  the  good 
government  of  the  City  that  all  hotels,  saloons 
and  licensed  shops  should  he  closed  on  Sundays  and  no 
intoxicating  liquors  sold  therein. 

Therefore  the  Mayor  and  Council  in  open  meeting 
assembled,  enacts  as  follows : — 

1.  In  all  places  where  intoxicating  liquors  are  and 
may  be  sold  by  wholesale  or  retail,  or  other  disposal  of 
the  said  liquors  shall  take  place  therein,  or  on  the  pre- 
mises thereof,  or  out  of  or  from  the  same  to  any  person 
or  persons  whomsoever,  from  or  after  the  hour  of  eleven 
o’clock  on  Saturday  night  till  six  o’clock  on  Monday 
morning  thereafter,  save  and  except  in  cases  where  a 
pequisition  for  medical  purposes,  signed  by  a medical 
vractitioner  or  J ustice  of  the  Peace  is  produced  by  the 
reudee  or  his  agent,  nor  shall  any  such  liquor  whether 
sold  or  not  be  permitted  or  allowed  to  he  drunk  in  any 


such  places  during  the  time  prohibited  by  this  by-law 
for  the  sale  of  the  same,  except  by  the  occupant  or  some 
member  of  his  family  or  lodger  in  his  house. 

2.  No  person  having  a license  to  sell  intoxicating 
\ liquors,  nor  any  keeper  of  licensed  premises  shall  sell 
or  allow,  permit  or  suffer,  any  intoxicating  liquors  to 
be  sold  on  his  premises  between  the  hours  of  eleven 
o’clock  on  Saturday  night  and  six  o’clock  on  Monday 
morning  thereafter,  excepting  in  such  cases  where  a 
requisition  signed  by  a medical  practitioner  ora  Justice 
of  the  Peace  is  produced  by  the  vendee  or  his  agent* 
and  after  three  convictions  under  this  by-law  of  so 
selling  or  suffering  to  be  sold  his  license  shall  be  can- 
celled and  forfeited. 

3.  The  keeper  of  any  licensed  premises  shall  keep 
the  bar-room,  or  room  in  which  liquor  is  trafficked  in, 
closed  as  against  all  persons,  other  than  members  of 
his  family  or  household,  between  the  hours  of  eleven 
o’clock  on  Saturday  night  and  six  o’clock  on  Monday 
morning  thereafter.  And  any  keeper  of  such  licensed 
premises  and  any  person  having  a license  to  sell  intoxi- 
cating liquors  who  allows  or  suffers  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  frequent  or  be  present  in  such  bar-room  or 
| room  in  which  liquor  is  trafficked  in  during  the  time 
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aforesaid  shall  bo  guilty  of  an  offence  under  this  by- 
law. The  “keeper"  shall  include  the  person  actually 
contravening  the  provisions  of  this  by-law  as  well  as 
the  keeper,  owner,  lessee  or  person  licensed  to  sell 
liquors  in  the  licensed  premises 

■1.  Every  person,  not  being  the  occupant  or  a mem- 
ber of  the  family  of  the  licensee  or  lodger  in  the  bouse, 
who  buys  or  obtains  intoxicating  liquor  during  the 
time  prohibited  by  this  by-law  for  the  sale  thereof,  in 
any  place  where  the  same  is  or  may  be  sold,  by  whole- 
sale or  retail,  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  under  this 
by-law. 

ii.  Any  person,  not  being  a member  of  the  family  or 
household  of  the  licensee,  or  keeper  of  the  licensed 
premises,  found  in  the  bar-room  or  room  where  liquor 
is  usually  trafficked,  during  the  prohibited  hours  afore- 
said, shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  under  this  by-law. 

6.  Any  person  may  be  prosecutor  or  complainant 
under  this  by-law.  All  informations  or  complaints  for 
the  prosecution  of  any  offence  against  auy  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  by-law  shall  be  laid  or  made  in  writing 
within  seven  days  after  the  commission  of  the  offence. 

7.  Any  person  or  persons  convicted  of  a breach  of 
the  provisions  of  this  by-law  before  the  Mayor,  Police 
Magistrate,  or  other  Justice  or  Justices  of  the  Peace, 
having  jurisdiction  within  the  City,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  for  such  offence  such  sum  not  exceeding  one  hun- 
dred ($100)  and  costs,  together  with  the  costs  of  prose- 
cution as  to  the  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate  or  other 
convicting  Justice  or  Justices  shall  seem  right,  and  in 
default  of  payment  of  the  said  penalty  and  costs  forth- 
with, the  said  penalty  and  costs,  or  costs  only,  may  be 
levied  by  distress  of  the  goods  and  chatties  of  the 
offender  or  offenders,  and  in  case  of  there  being  no  dis- 
tress found,  out  of  which  the  said  penalty  can  be  levied, 
the  Mayor,  Police  Magistrate  or  other  convicting  Jus- 
tice or  Justices  may,  under  his  hand  and  seal,  issue  a 
warrant  committing  such  offender  or  offenders  to  the 
common  gaol  for  any  period  not  exceeding  two  months 
with  or  without  hard  labour,  unless  the  said  penalty 
and  costs  be  sooner  paid.

RICHMOND  BY-LAWS. 

A BY-LAW 

To  fix  the  time  for  making  the  Assessment,  for  the 
return  of  the  Assessment  Moll,  and  for  defining 
the  manner  in  which  the  Assessment  shall  he  made 
within  the  limits  of  the  Municipality. 

rilHE  Reeve  and  Council  of  the  Municipality  of 
Richmond  enact  as  follows  : — 

1.  The  assessment  for  the  year  1892  shall  be  made 
between  the  21st  day  of  May  and  the  21st  day  of 
June,  1892. 

2.  The  Assessor  shall  return  the  Assessment  Roll  to 
the  Council  on  the  21st  day  of  June,  1892. 

3.  That  a distinction  be  made  by  the  Assessor  in 
his  Assessment  Roll  between  “ real  property  ” and 
“ improvements,  ” as  defined  in  the  “Municipal  Act, 
1892,”  and  that  he  shall  enter  in  his  Assessment  Roll 
as  “ wild  land”  all  land  in  the  Municipality  on  which 
there  is  not  existing  improvements,  as  defined  and 
provided  for  in  the  “ Municipal  Act,  1892.” 

4.  That  real  property  be  assessed  at  its  actual  cash 
value,  and  improvements  at  fifty  per  cent,  of  its  value. 

5.  This  by-law  may  be  cited  for  all  purposes  as  the 
“ Richmond  Assessment  By-Law,  1892.”

VICTORIA  CITY  BY-LAWS. 


BY-LAW  No.  163. 

A Tig-Taw  to  repeal  the  “ Wards  Jig- Taw,  1890,”  to 
divide  the  City  of  Victoria  into  Wards,  and  to 
define  their  boundaries. 

WHEREAS  under  and  by  virtue  of  section  18  of  the 
“City  of  Victoria  Act,  1892,”  it  is  enacted  that 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Council,  prior  to  levying  an 
assessment  for  the  year  1892,  to  divide  the  Municipal- 
ity into  wards  in  such  manner  as  the  Council  shall 
determine,  and  to  define  the  boundaries  of  such  wards 
in  a by-law  to  be  passed  for  that  purpose : 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Municipal  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Victoria  as  follows: — 

1.  The  “Wards  By-Law,  1890,”  is  hereby  repealed. 

2.  The  Municipality  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City 
of  Victoria  shall  be  divided  into  three  Wards,  namely: 
North  Ward,  Central  Ward  and  South  Ward. 

3.  The  said  North  Ward  shall  consist  of  that  por- 
tion of  land  lying  within  the  said  Municipality  con- 
tained within  the  following  boundaries: — Commencing 
at  the  water’s  edge  of  Victoria  Harbour  where  it  is  in- 
tersected by  the  southern  boundary  of  Lot  130;  thence 
easterly  along  the  said  southern  boundary  of  Lot  130 
to  Store  street  to  Cormorant  street;  thence  easterly 
along  Cormorant  street  to  Government  street;  thence 
southerly  along  the  centre  of  Government  street  to 
Pandora  Avenue;  thence  along  Pandora  Avenue  and 
North  Pandora  street  easterly  to  Harrison  street,  and 
along  the  north  boundaries  of  Blocks  35,  34  and  32a, 
and  across  Blocks  31,  30  and  29,  following  the  north 
line  of  section  74  easterly  to  Cadboro  Bay  Road; 
thence  along  Oak  Bay  Avenue  easterly  to  the  eastern 
limits  or  boundary  of  the  City;  thence  following  the 
eastern  boundary  of  the  City  northerly  and  the  north- 
erly boundaries  westerly  to  the  Victoria  Arm;  thence 
along  the  shore  of  the  Victoria  Arm  and  Victoria  Har- 
bour southerly  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Also  that  portion  of  the  City  known  as  Victoria 
West  and  more  particularly  described  as  follows:- — 
Commencing  at  a point  where  the  centre  of  Arm  street 
intersects  the  right  bank  of  Victoria  Arm;  thence 
southerly  along  the  centre  of  Arm  street  to  Craigflower 
Road;  thence  easterly  along  the  centre  of  Craigflower 
Road  to  the  centre  of  Morgan  Road;  thence  southerly 
along  the  centre  of  Morgan  Road  to  the  north-west 
corner  of  Section  32;  thence  along  the  western  boun- 
dary line  of  Section  32  to  the  shore  of  Victoria  Har- 
bour; thence  along  the  shore  lines  and  the  Straits  of 
Juan  de  Fuca  (including  all  wharves,  jetties,  and 
buildings  along  the  said  shore  lines,  and  also  including 
Point  Ellice  bridge)  to  the  point  of  commencement. 

4.  The  said  Central  Ward  shall  consist  of  that  portion 
of  land  within  the  said  Municipality  contained  within 
the  following  boundaries,  namely: — Commencing  at 
the  water’s  edge  of  the  Victoria  Harbour  where  inter- 
sected by  the  north  boundary  of  the  Customs  House 
property;  thence  along  the  said  north  boundary  of  the 
Customs  House  boundary  easterly  to  Wharf  street; 
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thence  northerly  along  the  centre  of  Wharf  street  to 
Fort  street;  thence  easterly  along  the  centre  of  Fort 
street  to  the  north-west  corner  of  Block  24,  of  the 
Fairfield  Estate;  thence  following  the  north  line  of 
Blocks  24,  25,  42,  43,  60,  61  and  76  of  the  aforesaid 
estate,  and  along  the  south  boundary  of  Section  68  to 
the  eastern  limits  or  boundary  of  the  City  ; thence 
northerly  along  the  eastern  City  limits  as  laid  down 
in  the  “City  of  Victoria  Act,  1892,”  to  Oak  Bay 
Avenue;  thence  westerly  along  the  centre  of  Oak  Bay 
Avenue  to  Cadboro  Bay  road,  and  along  the  northern 
boundary  of  Section  74,  across  Blocks  29,  30  and  31, 
and  along  the  northern  boundary  of  Blocks  32a,  34  and 
35,  to  the  centre  of  North  Pandora  street  and  Pandora 
Avenue  westerly  to  Government  street;  thence  along 
Government  northerly  to  the  centre  of  Cormorant 
street  to  Store  street;  thence  along  the  centre  of  Store 
street  northerly  to  -where  it  is  intersected  by  the  south 
boundary  of  Lot  130;  thence  westerly  along  the  said 
south  boundary  to  Lot  130  to  the  water’s  edge  of  Vic- 
toria Harbour,  and  following  along  the  shore  of  Vic- 
toria Harbour  southerly  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

5.  The  said  South  Ward  shall  consist  of  that  portion 
of  land  within  the  said  Municipality,  contained  within 
the  following  boundaries,  namely: — Commencing  at 
the  water’s  edge  of  Victoria  Harbour  where  intersected 
by  the  north  boundary  of  the  Customs  House  property; 
thence  along  the  said  north  boundary  of  the  Customs 
House  property  easterly  to  the  centre  of  Wharf  street; 
thence  northerly  along  the  centre  of  Wharf  street  to  a 
point  opposite  of  the  centre  of  Fort  street;  thence 
easterly  across  Wharf  street  along  the  centre  of  Fort 
street  to  the  north-west  corner  of  Block  24,  of  the 
Fairfield  Estate;  thence  following  the  north  line  of 
Blocks  24,  25,  42,  43,  60,  61  and  76,  of  the  aforesaid; 


estate,  of  the  boundary  of  Section  74,  to  and  along  the 
north  boundary  of  Section  68  to  the  eastern  limits  or 
boundary  of  the  City;  thence  southerly  following  the 
easterly  limits  of  the  City  to  the  shore  of  Foul  Bay, 
Straits  of  Juan  de  Fuca;  thence  following  the  shore  of 
Foul  Bay,  Ross  Bay  and  of  the  said  Straits  of  Juan  de 
Fuca  westerly,  and  the  shore  of  Victoria  Harbour  east- 
erly and  northerly  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

6.  This  By-Law  may  be  cited  as  the  “Wards  By- 
Law,  1892.”
